Gordon Elementary School had a very rewarding and positive school year. Although Gordon Elementary School
did not meet Adequate Yearly Progress for the 2008-2009 school year, we made progress through hard work,
commitment, and dedication of faculty, staff, and students.

Students received small group instruction in reading with the continuation of our Sonday Reading Intervention
Program. Small group instruction was also the focus in classrooms in each grade level. Students were
challenged in their Focus Groups. These groups assist students with review of PASS skills and practice
activities.
